For all his fame as a writer, Sir) 
, Arthur was unsuccessful as a poli- | 
tician. He twice ran for parliament 
but each time was defeated. 

He was married twice, first to 
Louise Hawkins, 1885. She died in 
1906. The next year he married | 
Jean Leckie, daughter of James Blyth 
Leckie, of Blackheath. 

It was undoubtedly as an author 
that Doyle reached the zenith of his | 
fame and popularity. He wrote “A 
Study in Scarlet,” in 1887. “Micah | 
Clarke,” the next year; “The Sign of 
Four,” in 1889, and the famed story 
of “The White Company” in the next 
year. “Adventures of Sherlock 
| Holmes” appeared in 1891. 

Two years later the “memoirs” of 
that famous sleuth came out; but in 
the meantime Doyle had written sev- 
eral other novels. “Round the Red 
Lamp,” “The Stark Munro Letters,” 
the “Exploits of Brigadier Gerhard,” 
“Rodney Stone,” ‘Uncle’ Bernac,”.

A one-act play which he wrote for 
Sir Henry Irving, took him down to 
1900 in his literary life. In that 
year he wrote “The Great Boer 
War,” for which Dr. Doyle became a 
knight of St. John of Jerusalem. It 
was printed in 12 foreign languages 
and 100,000 copies were distributed 
by the goverriment. 

“The Hound of the Baskervilles,” 
a story immensely popular in its day, 
was written in 1902.. The “Return 
of Sherlock Holmes,” came from his 
pen in 1904. Thereafter followed a 
score of other novels of typically Bri- 
Mish flavor until 1913. In 1915 Sir 
Arthur wrote “The Valley of Fear.” 

“A Visit to Three Points,” a war 
chronicle, was foliowed in 1916 by 
“The New Revelation,” a history of 


the British campaign in France and 
Flanders, in six volumes, which came 
out between 1915 and 1920. From 
that year until 1928 Sir Arthur con- 
tinued his writing. 

The “Wanderings of a_ Spiritual- 
ist,” in 1921, introducing the new 
theme of the occult which led up 
to his writing of “History of Spirit- 
ualism,’’ a two-volume effort, in 1926. 
In the following year he published 
the ‘Case Book of Sherlock Holmes.”

New Form Of Farm Relief 


U.S. Farmers Advised To Use Wheat 
As Dairy Feed 

‘ast Lansing, Mich. Agricultural 
experts at Michigan State College 
offer a new form of farm relief to 
those who are worrying about the 
price of wheat. 

Feed it to livestock, says a state- 
issued by four department 
heads. At present prices, wheat is 
worth $5 more a ton as a dairy 
feed than as a commercial cereal, the 
experts assert, adding that farmers 
can save $10 a ton by feeding wheat 
instead of corn.

Electrical Finger “Feels” Strain In 
Steel When Under Great Pressure 
An electrical finger that “feels” the 

invisible twists and strains in steel 

under great pressure was described to 
the American Society of Testing 

Materials. 

The purpose is to increase safety tn 
construction by making under condi- 
tions of actual use tests heretofore 
confined to research daboratories. The 
| device was described by J. P. Sham- 
| berger, of Pittsburgh, who said it was 
designed by J. G. Ritter, of the West- 
inghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company. 

No longer than a human finger, and 
not much thicker, it bolts to the 
side of a rail and records the bend- 
ing as a 100-ton locomotive thunders 
over. If placed on a curve it will show 
the side twist of the rail under the 
locomotive's thrust. It can be laid up- 
on an automobile wheel to detect how 
nearly bumps come to causing over- 
strain 

The finger works somewhat like a 
slide rule, being of two parts, which 
telescope. This telescoping amounts 
only to the diameter of a tremor or 
a vibration, that is, something like 
one ten-thousandth of an inch. Even | 
so slight a motion slides a piece of | 
iron to or from between two sensitized | 
electrical instruments on the finger.

Reach Western Canada 


Canadian agriculture is ever seek- 
ing new markets, and producers in 
other parts of the Empire are work- 
ing toward an extension of the mar- 
ket for those of their products Can- 
ada needs.
